Suppose, he said a pe re- 
ceiving a consignment of ear from 
a brewer, under contract of sale, 
should refuse to pay for the beer 
on the ground that its alcoholic 
content was such as to place it 
outside the protection of the laws.

House Appropriations Head 
Would Merge Army and 
Navy Offices, Save $100,- 
000,000 a Year—Ready 
for Other Consolidations,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Suni- 
moning his cabinet for its first ex- 
meeting, President 
Hoover today slashed the huge 
Federal budget to an extent that 
he believes will reduce appropria- 


4itions by $550,000,000. 


After the Chief Executive had 
taken this special action to clear 
the way for foreign debt consid- 
eration early next week, a formal 
statement was issued that, at the 
cabinet meeting, “reductions in ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year be- 
ginning Jury 1 were settled at 
about $700000,000.” 

“This will; however,” the White 
House explained, “be offset by cer- 
tain increases in uncontrollable 
items such as interest and amorti- 
zation on the public debt and tax 
refunds te the extent of about 
$150,000,000.” 

The inerease in fixed charges, it 
was explained, could be attributed 
to the Government investments in 
the Reconstruction Corporation and 
Federal Land Banks of about $1,- 
000,000,000, which, it was added, 
will “ultimately return to the 
Treasury.” 

White House Statement. 

The text of the White House 
statement on the budget follows: 

“At the meeting of the Cabinet. 
this morning, the budget situation 
was reviewed and the reductions 
in appropriations for the fiscal 
years beginning July 1 were set- 
tled at about $700,000,000. 

“This will, however, be offset by 
certain increases in uncontrollable 
items such as interest and amortiz- 
ation on the public debt and -tax 
refunds to the extent of about 


1 $150,000,000, 


“The increase in fixed. charges is 
partly due to the Government in- 
vestments in the Reconstruction 
Corporation, the Land Banks, and 
elsewhere of over $1,000,000,000 


which will ultimately return toe 
the Treasury. 

“The administration is deter- 
mined to present a balanced 
budget. 

“The detailed figures of the 


budget are never given out until 
the President’s. budget message is 
communicated to the Congress.”

He said he hoped 
that Prof. Raymond Moley, Colum-’ 
bia University economist, who will 
sit with the President-elect, “will 
do some prepping, too.” Mills and 
the New York Governor have 
known each other since they were 
“knee-high,” he saia@. 

Senator Watson (Rep.), Indiana, 
one of the 12 congr onal leaders 
called by,the President to his par- 
ley on debts next Wednesday, said 
in Indianapolis today that he could 
count only four avenues out of the 
debt tangle, a three-year moratori- 
um, on the theory Europe can re- 
gain its financial feet in that time, 
revival of the Debt Commission, 
cancelation and repudiation. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas 
expressed opposition at Little Rock 
tonight to any agreement for post- 
ponement of foreign debt obliga- 
tions maturing next month, and 
said that if the administration felt 
legislative action was necessary, 
“the President should announce 
the fact and convene the Congress 
at once in extraordinary session so 
that the problem may be dealt with 
in an official manner.”

“And it might be possible to get 
the question before the Supreme 
Court through some state proceed- 
ings, even a crimina] action. I am 
not prepared to say how this might 
be brought about. One of the 
original Molstead act decisions by 
the Supreme Court was brought 
about by a civil action started in 
Rhode Island. Perhaps some othér 
state might attempt to test a law 
liberalizing that act.” 


WIGKERSHAM CALLS 
PROFIBITION ‘FAILURE 


Rochester Paper Quotes Hoover 
Investigator as Having 
Changed His Mind. 


By the Associated Press 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 19.— 
Thée Rochester Times-Union, in a 
copyrighted interview with George 
W. Wickersham, quotes the former 
Attorney-General of the’ United 
States and chairman of the Na- 
tional Commission on Law Ob- 
servance and Enforcement, as 
saying prohibition is “an obvious 
failure.” 

Wickersham arrived here today 
to address the City Club on “Law 
and Order.” 

“No law can be enforced unless 
it is backed by strong public senti- 
ment,” he is quoted as saying. “The 
object of prohibition is to create 
temperance habits. This obviously 
has failed and if it has, regulation 
must take its place.” 

The character of the regulation 
must again be a matter of experi- 
ment, said Wickersham. 

What he termed “thé rising tide 
of anti-prohibition feeling’ was ex- 
plained by Wickersham as due to 
three things, the Times-Union says. 
They were: 

“Resentment against being for- 
bidden to do something they (the 
people) wanted to do. 

“The extreme character of pro- 
hibition legislation—the Volstead 
Act—and the great intolerance of 
its promoters and the abandonment 
of all efforts to persuade people to 


aid in the movement to promote, 


abstinence, and the putting of en- 
tire reliance on enforcement of the 
law. 

“The » highly 
st-ongly financed move 
prohibition.” 

As to “what Congress might do,” 
Wickersham was silent, the Times- 
Union says. 

“If Congress should declare that, 
let us say, 20 per cent of alcohol 
didn’t make intoxicating liquor,” 
Wickersham is quoted as saying, 
“probably the Supreme Court 
would say that was an abuse, of 
legislative discretion. Somewhere 
between the extremes of one-half 
of 1 per cent and 20 per cént, a 
court would find a point where 
action by Congress would be held 
a permissible exercise of discre- 
tion, What that point is, is any- 
body’s guess.” 

Wickersham is qudéted as voic- 
ing his view for the first time that 
prohibition is “an obvious — fail- 
ure.?’ In doing so, the Times-Union 
says, he in. no way repudiated his 
stand relative to the saloon or oth- 
er points in the report of his com- 
mission. 

His only comment, the Times- 
Union says, was that “some time 
has passed since that réport was 
made and I base my revised views 
on conditions which have persist- 
ed in the intervening months.”’

The documents published by the 
State Department supplement two 


previous volumes on relations with 


Russia and cover most of the years 
1917 and 1918, 
Lansing’s Cable to Francis. 

Secretary of State Lansing ca- 
bled Ambassadér David R. Francis 
April 3, 1917, asking him to learn 
what financial aid the Russian 
government desired 
from the United States. Three days 
later Francis replied that Russia 
needed $500,000,000, adding: 

“Russia owns boundless forests, 
immeasurable déposits of ores and 
oils and immense areas of tillable 
lands. This loan, in my judgment, 
would be absolutely safe. Further- 
more, it is advisable from every 
viewpoint of policy.” 

Subsequent dispatches indicated 
Russian officials were eager .that 
Great Britain should have no con- 
trol over any credits the United 
States advanced to Russia. It also 
was démonstrated very soon that 
the United States nad no enthusi- 
asm about lending $500,000,000, 
but gave Russia a credit of 3$100,- 
000,000 on May 17, to be used 
chiefly for the purchase of loco- 
motives and railway cars in this 
country. 

Root Joined in Recommendation. 


On July 8, 1917, Elihu Root, 
chief of the mission sent to Rus- 
sia to devise plans for .. keeping 
that country in the war, joined 
with Ambassador Francis in rec- 
ommending a loan of $75,000,000 
to pay Russian soldiers in Finland 
and disgruntled sailors in the Fin- 
hish waters. This loan was rep- 
resented as nécessary for national 
security and was immediately 
granted. 

Francis advised on July 22 that 
$50,000,000 more be advanced and 
described Kerensky’s attitudé as 
“determined and aggressive,” say- 
ing: “Kerensky is undoubtedly the 
most potent influence {n Russia 
now.”’ 

State Department dispatches to 
Francis indicated that Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury was not 
inclined to meet Russian demands 
unsparingly, and anote from Lord 
Reading, the British Ambassador in 
Washington, on Aug. 3, stated that 
Russia was asking for supplies far 
in excess of what her transporta- 
tion system Could handle. 

However, .andther credit for 
$100,000,000 was granted by Mc- 
Adoo Aug. 28 to cover rifle con- 
tracts and other orders placed in 
New York. 


Came thé Bolshevist_ Victory. 


On Nov. 3, Francis madé another 
appeal for $100,000,000, saying it 
was necessary to boister sentiment. 
He said: “If the Soviet should con- 
trol, its government would hot sur- 
vive long, ‘but would be succeeded 
by a stronger govefnment which 
would be more potential in restor- 
ing order and prosecuting war.” 

Then came the Bolshevist vic- 
tory.

Great Britain and Francée the Rus- 
Sian situation is considered as 
hopeless at the monient.

Pylon Dedicated in Storm at Kill Devil Hill 


Where First Successful Power 
Flight Was Made. 


By the Associated Press. 

. KITTY HAWK, N. C., Nav. 19.— 
State and national dignitaries, 
standing on the spot where Orville 
and Wilbur Wright made the first 
success{ul power flight, faced a 
southwest gale here today to dedi- 
cate a monument to that achieve- 
ment. The memorial is a 90-foot 
pylon, with a beacon at its peak. 

The wind once grew so strong 
that the ceremonies had to be halt- 
ed for half an hour. 

Coast guard planes, army and 
navy airships and other planes 
droned overhead as visible demon- 
stration of the result of the 
Wrights’ pioneering experiments, 
but the giant dirigible Akron was 
not able to come because of the 
weather. 

Orville Wright Present. 
Arrangements had been made to 
ndle 26,000 persons, but heavy 
ns throughout the night and 

most of the morning cut the at- 
tendance to a bare thousand, and 
hundreds of these sat in automo- 
biles far from the speakers’ stand 
as the storm raged. ~Hardly had 
the exercises been completed when 
the sun came out, and the weather 
was clear as honor guests of the 
occasion gathered at Carolina 
Beach for a luncheon given by the

Orville Wright, surviving brother 
of the two who started aviation 
toward its present advanced place 
on Dec. 17, 1903, was present.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.— 
Adoption in the general election 
last Nov. 8 of a constitutional 
amendment, limiting the Legisla- 
ture to a total of 150 employes, 
will save the State between $250,- 
000 and $275,000 in each regular 
biennial session of the Legislature, 
in the opinion of State Treasurer 
Larry Brunk. 

Brunk today said this saving to 
the State would be increased to 
$300,000 for each session, if legis- 
lative supplies Were purchased on 
the basis of actual. requirements, 
and the Legislature recelyed the 
supplies paid for by the State. 

Brunk, it will be recalled, dis- 
closed wholesale clerical payroll 
abuses by the 1931 Legislature, 
Democratic-controlled in both 
Houses, and charged that more 
than $200,000 was wasted in that 
session through clerical payroll 
padding, placing of “ghosts” on 
the payroll, and employment of 
relatives of Legislators who per- 
formed no actual services for the 
State. 

The amendment, enews as 
Proposition No. 2, among other 
provisions limits each House of the 
Legislature to not more than 75 
employes, “‘elective, appointive, or 
any other, at any time during any 
session.””. During the 1931 session, 
which was outstanding for reliev- 
ing political unemployment among 
the friends and relatives of Leg- 
islators, the House clerical _ roll 
reached a total of 657. The Senate 
clerical payroll, which was much 
smaller than usual, totaled 247 
employes, 

No Action by Attorney-General. 

In addition to the payroll abuses 
disclosed ‘by Brunk, he charged, 
and inventories of legislative equip- 
ment showed that the State had 
not received several thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of legislative equip- 
ment and supplies for which the 
State paid. ; 

So far no action has been taken 
by the Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment to recover several thousands 
of dollars in refunds, of clerical 
pay, which’ Brunk charged was 
improperly collected from the 
State. during the 1931 ~ session. 
Brunk turned the matter over to 
the Attorney-General after Gov. 
Caulfield, in September, 1931, di- 
rected the Attorney-General’s de- 
partment to aid in the investiga- 
tion. Brunk requested that suits 
be filed against legislators who had 
cashed clerical warrants, but no 
suits have been filed. 
-Attorney-General Shartel has 
been away from his office a con- 
siderable part of the time since 
his acceptance last June of legal 
employment by a chain grocery 
store concern» with headquarters in 
Kansas City. 

Cost of the 1931 Legislature was 
placed at $597,710, of which $473,- 
885 was paid to clerks and for in- 
cidentals. 

The 1929 session, which, under 
the constitution, was supposed to 
be a decennial law revision session 
but passed virtually no law revi- 
sion bills, was known as the $1,- 
000,000 session, appropriating in 
excess of that amount for its ex- 
penses. : 

One Employe for Two Members. 

Chairmanships and places on the 
Clerical Committees of the two 
Houses, formerly much sought by 
some of the members because of 
the clerical patronage involved, 
now will be less desirable due to 
the limited number of clerks and 
the demands that will be made for 
appointments. The House*has 150 
members, or double the number of 
employes it will be allowed, and the 
Senate has 34. 

The conventional excuse offered 
by legislators for the large number 
of clerks placed on the rolls here- 
tofore, including’ many relatives.of 
the legislators, is the small pay 
of $5 a day for the House and Sen- 
ate members plus certain mileage 
and stationery perquisites. 

The constitutional amendment, in 
addition to limiting the number of 
legislative employes, provides for 
modernizing the clerical methods 
by printing of bills, instead of en- 
} grossing and enrolling them in long 
hand; réquires the furnishing of a 
printed record of a legislative day's 
proceedings to members before the 
journal for that day is recorded as 
approved, and provides that in the 
decennial law revision sessions, the 
legislative deliberations, after the 
first 70 days, must be confined to 
appropriation bills and law revision 
measures, with the exception only

He Had Gone for Rest | 
After Defeat. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 19.—Fu- 
neral services for: United States 
Senator Wesley L. Jones, who 
died here early today, will be -held 
here Monday. The body will be 
cremated. 

Senator Jones, 69 years old, died 
at the private sanitarium to which 
he went for a rest Nov. 9 following 
his arduous but unsuccessful cam- 
paign for re-election. He was de- 
feated by Homer T. Bone, Demo- 
crat;.of Tacoma. — 

Friends said he died of “exhaus- 
tion.” Physicians attributed death 
to a strain on nis heart from a kid- 
ney ailment. 

The widow, an only son, Harry 
B. Jones, an attorney of Seattle; a 
daughter, Mrs. Arthur Coffin: four 
grandchildren; a half-brother, W. 
P. Guthrie of Yakima, and a sister, 
Mrs. Ray Coleman of Decatur, IIl., 
survive. 

[The son told how he had tried 
to get the Senator to take a rest 
after a series of operations three 
years ago, but was unsuccessful. 
During the last session of Con- 
gress, Jones held daily hearings 
for six weeks on the economy bill. 
Then, after that strenuous session, 
he came home to begin the hardest 
of his many campaigns for re- 
election. Most of his speeches dur- 
ing a 4000-mile campaign trip 
through the State were in behalf 
of the national administration. 
Friends begged him to rest, to re- 
turn to Washington, but he _ re- 
"fused. “How can I leave the party 
now when if needs me so badly?” 
he asked. 

After defeat in the election, 
Jones failed more and more. At 
times, his son said, he thought he 
was campaigniing again or receiv- 
ing reports at his desk in Wash- 
ington. 

Senator-elect Bone tried to reach 
Jones yesterday to pay his respects 
but was told the Senator was able 
only to see members of his family. 
Gov. Roland A. Hartley, Repub- 
lican, is expected to name a suc- 
cessor to serve out Jones’ term 
which expires March 4. 


Merchant Marine Act and Other 
Laws Sponsored by Senator Jones. 
Before election to the Senate, 
Wesley L. Jones had a long ca- 
reer in Congress, serving in the 
House from 1899 to 1909 and after 
that in the Senate for. several 
terms. He was considered an ex- 
pert on merchant marine, recla- 
mation, water power, Alaska and 
control of rivers and harbors. He 
was chairman of the Commerce 
Committee and held ranking posi- 
tions on the Appropriations, Dis- 
trict of Colufmbia and Irrigation 
and Reclamation committees. 
Born at Bethany, Ill, Oct. 9, 
1863, Jones was the son of Wes- 
ley and Phoebe McKay Jones. He 
was graduated at Southern Illinois 
College in 1886 and the same year 
admitted to the bar. On Oct. 13, 
1886, he married Minda Nelson of 
Enfield, lll. They had a son and 
a daughter. 

Three years after their marriage, 
Mr. and Mrs. Nelson moved to the 
Territory (now State) of Washing- 
ton and settled at North Yakima. 
In 1917 they took up their resi- 
dence at Seattle. For 26 years 
Jones taught Sunday schol at the 
First Methodist Church in Yakima, 
His principal sport and recreation 
was golf. 

During the latter 
career in the Senate he achieved 
a reputation as sponsor of prohibi- 
tion enforcement legislation. 

His “five and ten” law, the most 
drastic of all Federal prohibition 
laws, gained him widespread pub- 
licity that virtually obscured his 
previous: legislative accomplish- 
ments, which had included the pas- 
sage of the merchant marine acts 
of 1920 and 1928. Besides the “five 
and ten” law, he had sponsored a 
bone-dfty law for Alaska, and, be- 
fore the adoption of the eighteen 
amendment, an act barring liquor 
advertising in dry states. 

The two merchant marine acts 
were designed to build up private- 
ly-owned American shipping and 
enceurage merchant marine. oper- 
ations in this country so-that the 
Government's activities in shipping 
would be discontinued. Another 
piece of important legislation of 
which he was a sponsor was the

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Ouster Suit Failing, City Hopes 
to Cancel Certificate of 
“Necessity.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.— 

The city of Sikeston applied to the 
Migsouri Public Service Commis- 
sion today for an order ousting the 
Missouri Utilities Co. from Sikeston 
on that grounds that the company 
was operating without a franchise 
and that there was no public ne- 
cessity for its service in competition 
with the ctly’s municipally owned 
electric light and power plant. 

The commission was,.asked to set 
aside a certificate of public conven- 
fence and necessity it granted the 
company Feb. 24, 1925, on the 
ground it was obtained from the 
commission without first obtaining 
the city’s consent, as required by 
the State law. 

The Missouri Supreme Court re- 
cently held against the city in a 
suit to oust the privately owned 
utility. The suit was based on the 
company’s lack of a franchise. The 
Court did not pass on the fran- 
chise issue, but decided the case on 
the technical ground that the city 
of Sikeston, through dejays, and 
acquiescence in certain acts of the 
company, was estopped, under the 
circumstances in this particular 
case, from following the’ legal pro- 
cedure it had employed. 

The Court pointed out that the 
course open to the city was an ac- 


tion before the Public Service Com- 


mission. 

The Sikeston franchise of the 
Missouri Utilities Co. expired in De- 
cember, 1922, and since that time 
the city has refused to grant a new 
franchise. The company operates 
in several towns in Southeast, Cen- 
tral and Southwest Missouri. 

The city of Sikeston now is oper- 
taing a municipal electric plant, 
constructed with proceeds of $150,- 
000 in bonds issued in June, 1930. 
In July, 1931, the City Council 
adopted a resolution ordering the 
Missouri Utilities Co. to qui tbusi- 
tress in the city, the action being 
taken after the municipal plant 
was in operation. 

The ouster application, which 
will be set by the commission for 
hearing, was filed by Mayor N. E. 
Fuchs and City Attorney Roger A. 
Bailey. 


*La Piata Complains Against Rates 
| for Electric Power. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 19.— 
The city of La Plata complained to 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion today against the rate of the 
Missouri Power & Light Co. for 
electrical power used by the city’s 
water filtering plant. The present 
rate of 5 cents per kilowatt, the pe- 
tition said, is “unjust and unreason- 
able.” The city asked the commis- 
sion to conduct an investigation and 
order a “reasonable”’ rate.

The peo- 
ple have the instinct that the sit- 
uation is so desperate that drastic, 
if not desperate, remedies can 
alone avail. Timorous advances.in 
either direction are therefore dis- 
trusted and moderate parties are 
consequently at a discount. 

Liberalism, in fact, has - been 
practically wiped out. Moderate 
conservatism has not fared much 
better. The people seek a gov- 
ernment that will make surprising 
changes -either in the Right or 
Left,. If Hitlerism and Socialism 
have Jost ground, it is to the even 
more extreme parties on either 
flank—Communism and National- 
ism. 

The German National party rep- 
resents not merely high Toryism 
and general reaction; it aims def- 
initely at counter-revolution, the 
wiping out of the republic and the 
return to imperialist pre-war Ger- 
many. The glamour of the “good 
old days” gilds its program. It 
represents the classes which be- 
fore the war held Germany in fee 
to a dazzling autocracy which en- 
abled the Fatkerland to dominate 
its neighbors. _— 

On the other extreme, the move- 
ment away from constitutionai So- 
cialism or Social Democrats to rev- 
olutionary proposals of Commu- 
nism exhibits a similar desire to 
reconstruct the existing order on 
completely different lines. When 
people’ are comfortably placed, 
passionate faith is unpopular, but 
it grows welcome when conditions 
are distressful and the outlook is 
dark. 

Lesson of English Election. 

Confirmation of this has just 
been given in England by’ the 
municipal elections which took 
place beginning in November. The 
seats on town councils which fell 
vacant were last filled in 1929 
when Labor had reached. the 
zenith of its popularity and suc- 
cess, both locally and nationally. 

In view of the crushing defeat 


it has suffered in the intervening 


years, it seemed impossible that 
Labor should retain anything like 
the number of places it then ob- 
tained; and it might have lost 
many and still have shown an 
advance upon its recent place in 
popular esteem.

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Fiery De Valera Takes Spotlight 
In League of Nations 


Will Champion Small States Group 


New Head of Council me Out- 
spoken Critic: of Its Short- 
comings, to Preside at Ses- 
sion That Will Test Its Pow- 


ers on Manchurian Problem.

AMON DE VALERA, stormy petrel of 
E Anglo-Irish ‘politics, whose advent on the 

international stage at Geneva filled many 
conventional diplomats with forebodings, bids 
fair to become the most formidable leader of 
the Small States Group that has appeared on 
the League’s horizon since the passing of the 
redoubtable Hjalmar Branting, Socialist Pre- 
mier of Swed 

Although a newcomer, having participated 
in Geneva affairs for the first time as Presi- 
dent pro-tem of the Thirteenth Assembly, and 
now presiding. over the Council as represen- 
tative of the Irish Free State, De Valera al- 
ready has exerted an influence in the League. 
At a period when the League is in desperate 
need of leadership, he looms large as the 
fearless spokesman of the liberal members of 
the League and the small states, and as a 
potential champion of the Covenant and Kel- 
logg pact, which have been more or less bat- 
tered of late. As president of the council, 
which meets shortly to receive the Lytton 
report, he will, until January, 1933, share 
(with Paul Hymans, Foreign Minister of Bel- 
gium and president of the Extraordinary As- 
sembly) to a large extent the responsibility 
for shaping the future policies of those two 
bodies. 

Sincere Supporter of League. 

Once heralded as an enemy of the League 
(at least certain quarters sought to éncourage 
that impression) De Valera is developing into 
one of its sincerest supporters. He created 
a remarkable precedent when he refused to 
accept the customary stereotyped address pre- 
pared by the secretariat for the opening of 
the assembly. Instead, like the “cloistered 
monk” he often emulates, he locked himself 
in his room for an entire day, preparing a 

Bpeech to his own liking and conforming to 
his own conscience, a speech which drew no 
platitudinous applause from a surprised as- 
sembly because it revealed with brutal frank- 
ness the seriousness of the situation con- 
fronting the League. It gave the delegations 
practically nothing to cheer about, but pen 
to ponder. 

De Valera might have done as many timid 
key-noters who have preceded him have done 
—damned the League with faint praise. That 
is what most opening addresses unintention- 
ally do. They over-emphasize the accomplish- 


ceding year. Instead, the Irish Free State 
leader touched lightly on the few creditable 
activities, since they needed no praise, and 
frankly criticized the League’s shortcomings 
—which are usually tucked away in cotton 
wool. Turning the spotlight upon the de- 
ficiencies of the League is the surest way of 
remedying them, in his opinion. 


Geneva’s Responsibility. 

“The measure of progress which the League 
has thus far made,” said De Valera, discus- 
sing his impressions with the jwriter, **falis 
far short of what I am convinced are the de- 
sires and expectations of the peoples of the 
world. _I came to Geneva this year for the 
first time. I know what the common people, 
who, in the long run will be the League’s 
greatest strength, are thinking and saying. 

“Some have characterized my Assembly 
address as coming from an enemy of the 
League.— That I am not. I am a firm be- 
liever in the principles of the League Cove- 
nant. But one must also deal with realities. 
I am one of those who while very sympathetic 
towards the League, have viewed it from a 
distance. My impression is that of millions 
of people who cannot come to Geneva. I be-| 
lieve the League must be brought closer to 
‘the people. More publicity must be given 
to its activities — its failures, as well as its 
accomplishments. ° .

The movement was started 
about a year ago.

About 145 plans had been care 
ried through to completion, half 
of which were of direct economic 
value to the State, such as fore 
estry work, drainage, leveling and 
similar land improvements, con- 
struction of athletic fields, pub- 
lic baths and parks. 

Last March there were 25,386 
volunteers; in April the number 
rose to 37,967; at the beginning 
of July there were 70,000 and by, 
March, 1933, when the initial 
period planned by the Govern 
ment ends, Dr. Syrup, Federal 
Commissioner, expects the nume 
ber will ‘reach 200,000.

the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
- EGARDING Samuel E. Chaney’s 
R question as to why no effort was 
made by the National Government to al- 
leviate the suffering caused by the de- 
pression two years ago instead of delay- 
ing action until some eight months ago, 
there is this to be said: 

Two years ago big bankers and big in- 
dustrialists and their corporations were 
still prosperous, and through their in- 
fluence were conducting governmental 
affairs for their own special benefit, not 
recognizing or considering the plight of 
the masses. When a minority of Con- 
gress, part of the press and the head of 
the American Federation of Labor 
raised their voices in behalf of the de- 
pression-stricken masses, the people 
were advised that no depression really 
existed; that it was only a psychological 
or imagined depression; and that it was 
only necessary to have confidence and 
buy automobiles to be prosperous again; 
and that, anyway, relief was purely a lo- 
cal problem. But, when business needed 
help some eight months ago, it received 
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units which we now call: . 

The curse of human progress then was jingoism, 
and so it is today. To speak of an international econ- 
omy, or an international court, or an international 
league “of peace, or cancelation of the international 
‘debts, or an international monetary unit, or an in- 
ternational disarniament conference, or anything else 
international, is to arouse that disheartening quality 
in man which is the arch-enemy of his own enlight- 
ened interest. The jingo and the junker at once begin 
to exploit the narrow dreads and fears inherent in all 
of us. They do it to increase their own prestige at 
home, as scurvy @ form of chauvinism as there is 
to be found. | 

Our own Congress is full of this barrier to the inev- 
itable and orderly processes of civilization. Asked 
what he thinks of the war debts, the World Court 
or the League of Nations, many a member of 


hurls anathema upon the heads of all nations but our 
own. He is little more advanced than the Europeans 
were in the seventeenth century, when the word for- 
eigner was an epithet; than the students of Oxford 
were in the eighteenth century, when they stoned 
the first Continentals who came there to study. He 
is a disgrace to his kind, a thank-you-ma’am on the 
highway of human progress, the obscurantist of a 
time whith seeks to penetrate the mists of misfortune 
and contemplate the serene and peaceful hills. 

This hollow patriotism is what has perpetuated the 
institution of war far beyond the time when the 
world could either afford it or cared to carry it on, 
a world which stands ashamed and abhorrent before 
the memorials to its néedless dead. It kept the United 
States out of the League of Nations. It has prevented 
our attachment to the Permanent Court for Interna- 
tional Justice, It has destroyed our influence in dis- 
‘armament conferences, in peace gatherings, in all the 
forward-looking enterprises of a time struggling to 
tranquilize international society by the same patient 
processes which gave us a peaceful domestic society. 
It lies behind that plague of natfonalism which has 
with tariff embargoes paralyzed all international 
trade. To read what some Congressman or Senator has 
to say about the European request for a postponement 
of the war debt payments due Dec. 15 is like reading 
of that long-ago time in the Valley of the Doones 
described for us in the stories of R. D. Blackmore.

help immediately to the tune of many 
millions of dollars in the form of loans. 
As it would have been too glaringly in- 
consistent then to deny the distress of 
the people, loans were granted to some 
local divisions of government for relief 
purposes, and flour, ground from Gov- 
ernment-owned wheat for which it had 
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no market, was doled out to those peo- 
ple who would virtually declare them- 
selves paupers. 

Not only should the present admin- 
istration have acted to avert the cumula- 
tive and pernicious effect of unemploy- 
ment, but the preceding administration 
should have acted, for it was twice ad- 
vised in 1928 by no less an authority 
than the head of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor that unemployment was 
_ increasing at an alarming rate. Had ac- 
tion been taken then, or even two years 
ago, to arrest the growth of unemploy- 
ment and the excessive concentration of 
wealth, it is palpable that no such spec- 
tacular measures as those instituted in 
1932 would have been necessary. But 
that is the kind of management that 
people can expect from administrations 
that maintain the principle that a rich 
aristocracy should conduct governmental 
affairs for its own special benefit and 
privilege. As a paradox, there are some 
influential politicians wearing the op- 
posite party label who embrace that 
same doctrine, as is proved by their 
advocacy of a sales tax.

Paducah, Ky., is the latest city to adopt the city 
manager form of government. The change from the 
commission plan, which had previously been institut- 
ed as an improvement over the aldermanic form, has 
been authorized by a popular vote, in which the ratio 
was greater than 2 to 1. Paducah thus joins a steadily 
increasing group of about 415 cities. 

Granting that the city manager system has been 
tried in certain communities and failed because of 
popular support or unfortunate application, the fact 
remains that far and wide it has spread numerous 
benefits. Cincinnati provides, perhaps, the best ex- 
ample of what can be accomplished when the people 
whole-heartedly support the city manager program. 
Truly amazing changes for the better have been pro- 
duced in the amount of services furnished and the 
costs of those services in the relatively short time 
the plan has been in force in the Ohio city, 

That the city manager has something to offer in

the development of the science of govérnment was un- 
mistakably made clear at the recent meeting of the 
International City Managers’ Association in Cincin- 
nati. C. A. Dykstra, the city manager for Cincinnati, 
reported that in his city the public utility services of 
gas, electricity and telephone cost the citizens from 
three to four times as much as do the public services 
paid from taxes. This, as he pointed out, means that 
a 5 per cent reduction in utility rates would accom- 
plish as great a saving to thé taxpayers as a 20 per 
cent decrease in taxes. The obvious deduction is that 
the cry for reduction in taxation should not distract 
attention from the possjbilities of lowered costs of 
utilities, costs which bulk far larger in the family 
budget than the average householder realizes. 

The citizen’s telephone costs him more than the 
public schools, says Mr. Dykstra, and in so doing he 
throws needed light on costs of living which com- 
mend his growing profession to a wider audience. 


With the war debts question occupying the world’s 
attention again, special interest attaches to the vote 
of the National Economic League on how to dispose 
of this most perplexing of international problems, 
The lea which was formed in 1906 to assemble 
opinion on Important economic, social and political 
matters, has for its officers such men as Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, Charles G. Dawes, Frank 0. Lowden, 
'Wdward A, Filene, George W. Wickersham and Presi- 
dents Lowell of Harvard, Angell of Yale and Gar- 
field of Williams College. 

On the basis of more than 1600 replies, 87 per cent 
of the membership feels that the debts should be 
canceled, reduced or-further postponed. Outright 
cancelation is approved by 14 per cent, while reduc 
tion and further postponement are supported by 32 
and 41 per cent, respectively, When the same ques-

tion was referred to a special committee of some 40 

economists, it was found that the largest group, or 44 

per cent, believes that cancelation is the way out. 
Since an international tariff conference appears cer- 


tain in the near future, the consensus of the league's | 


membership on the tariff is also worthy of notice. 
More than 1000 members, or 75 per cent, replied that 
the existing tariffs should be reduced as promptly as 
possible. The special committee stands virtually unan- 
imous, 92 per cent urging prompt reduction. 

At the same time the league was polled on the war 
debts and the tariff, it was found to favor a more posi- 
tive Federal Reserve banking policy for preventing 
excessive inflation and deflation, and the creation 
of a national economic advisory council, the latter 
being an agency which Senator La Follette has al- 
ready proposed to Congress.

State Fund Aids Work. 
Decision on whether or not proj-

Furthermore, the worker re- 
tains the right to apply for Govern- 
ment aid after his voluntary enlist- 
ment is completed. Asa rule, only 
such work as manifestly could not 
be undertaken without voluntary 
labor and state aid is authorized. 
For land settlement the state 
even extends the scope of its fi- 
nancing, making allowances for as 


jlong as 40 weeks for each volun- 


tary worker under 25 years of age. 

While themselves opposing in 
principle even the idea of volun- 
tary labor at what they call starva<« 
tion wages, the trade unions have 


.the whole-hearted support of both 


the Left and Center parties in the 
Reichstag in their fight against the 
Brown Shirts’ drive for compulsory 
labor. They recognize that there 
are 2,000,000 unemployed workers 
in Germany under the age of 25 
years and 1,000,000 under 21, most 
of the latter never having had reg- 
ular work, and that voluntary labor 
is admittedly a means of resisting 
the demoralizing effects of con- 
tinued unemployment among young 
persons, but they see the system 
as threatening the economic and 
legal status of the working class 
and as an attack on general labor 
conditions. . 
Back-to-Land Movement. 

; The back-to-the-land movement 
and the establishment of families 
of the mmemployed on suburban 
tracts ‘is proving successful far be- 
yond early expectations. The re- 
sults of the past year indicate the 
permanency of the scheme, most 
of the workers who have migrated 
from industrial centers manifest- 
ing a determination not to leave 
their newly-established homes 
even after the crisis is over. 

Since last October, when, by leg- 
islative decree, the first suburban 
agricultural settlement was estab- 
lished, the Government has spent 
73,000,000 marks (about $18,250,- 
000) on the movement. More than 
27,000 small suburban farms have 
each with a 
dwelling house, and 80,000 work- 
ers’ allotments have been provided. 
Since preference is given to large 
families (five is the average), the 
number of persons who have been 
established on the land exceeds 
500,000. An even larger number 
is awaiting similar opportunities. ; 

According to Federal Commis- 
sioner Saassen, who has turned 
over the direction of land settle- 
ment to the Ministry of Labor, the 
results thus far should be consid- 
ered only.as the first stage of a 
vast settlement campaign, which 
must be continued for years to 
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as these municipal elections have 
shown.

. Vocational Training. 

The third scheme which is show- 
ing gratifying results is the voca- 
tional training courses for juve- 
niles. These are now held in all 
parts of Germany. More than 300,- 
900 unemployed juveniles under 24 
years of age, 30 per cent of whom 
are women and giris, took advan- 
tage of them the past year. While 
the obvious metive is to maintain 
and devolp vocational knowledge 
among young people, a deeper and 
more serious one is to preserve a 
will to work and to facilitate em- 
ployment. Statistics compiled by 
eight state employment offices 
show that out of a total of 153,800 
pupils, 6800 attended courses in ag- 
riculture, 24,000 courses in salaried 
positions (clerks, bookkeepers, of- 
fice work), 59,500 courses in the 
vario manual crafts and 24,500 
women courses in domestic econo- 
my. The other 39,000 took up diver- 
sified subjects ranging all the way 
from hairdressing to painting and 
designing. Although the Government 
contributes largely to the support 
of these schools, the Federal #m- 
ployment Exchange and Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Institute expending 
3,000,000 marks (about $750,000) 
on them, this year, employers, 
workers’ organizations, sectarian 
bodies and young people’s associa- 
tions also are c0-Operating effec- 
tively. 


Planning for the Future. 

All of the three schemese men- 
tioned have an eye upon the future 
and will be continued by the Gov- 
ernment when unemployment be- 
gins to resume normal proportions. 
In Germany, particularly, where 
mechanization and rationalization 
in industry are making great 
strides, economists and officials 
predict an over-supply of manual. 
labor in the future. The big prob- 
lem is to make these workers se]f- 
supporting and productive units of 
the social structure. 

Numerous temporary remedies 
for unemployment have been tried, 
such as shortening working hours, 
rotation of shifts and enforced va- 
cations, but these are recognized as 
mere palliatives, Unemployment in- 
surance also is admittedly a tem- 
porary expedient and valuable in 
normal times. Only in a complete 
reorganization of the social and in- 
dustrial structure -will permanent

The new Plymouth six is now on 
display in St. Louis in the show- 
rooms of the Chrysler, De Soto and 
Podge distributers and all their 
dealers. 

Entirely new from bumper to; 
bumper and from top to tires, the 
new Plymouth six has a deep, slop- 
ing radiator; wide, deep front and 
rear fenders constructed to conceal 
the chassis: a similarly concealed 
gasoline tank; sloping hood louvres 
carrying out the lines of windshield 

-and radiator. 
Four body models, at an average 
decrease of $60 under prices of the 
four-cylinder line, are announced.

A German by birth 
and training, Christa Winsloe is 
the daughter of a Scotchman serv- 
ing in the German Army as a cav- 
alry officer, and of a German gen- 
tlewoman of wealth of the little 
garrison town of Neu Rippin, north 
of Berlin. She married Baron Hat- 
vany, famous Hungarian publicist, 
but divorced the latter eight years 
ago and sought a career for her- 

‘self as a sculptress, in which field 
she enjoyed no small celebrity, ex- 
hibiting in Berlin and winning 
many honors. Ill health and mis- 
fortune following her divorce pre- 
vented her going on with this work 
and she suddenly turned her hand 
to writing for the stage.

ICKI BAUM already had won 
V same and a unique position for 

herself when Christa Winsloe 
swept upon the scene with a play 
of a type as new as it was differ- 
ent from all others and destined to 
have an important influence upon 
the theater, and, perhaps, a more 
lasting effect upon motion pictures. 
The play was “Yesterday and To- 
day,” now familiar to millions 
throughout the world as ‘““Maedchen 
in Uniform.” The story concerned 
the daily grind of a girls’ boarding 
school in Potsdam, where the 
daughters of officers of the Kai- 
ser’s army were trained to be moth- 
ers of future generations of war- 
riors under an iron discipline more 
severe, perhaps, than the regime 
governing the military officers 
themselves. 

Christa. nsloe knew whereof 
she wrote. A mere child, she had 
been sent from her home in Darm- 
stadt to a boarding school for 
French and German girls in Metz, 
then under German rule, and sub- 
sequently after the death of her 
mother, she became a student in 
one of the most famous Prussian 
training schools for girls — the 
school of Potsdam with its endless

OCTOBER BUILDING OUTLAY 
2.3 PCT, OVER SEPTEMBER 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—An:in- 
crease of 2.3 per cent in indicated 
building expenditures in October as 
compared with September was re- 


ported today by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics on the basis of data 
from 351 cities having population 
of 25,000 or more. 

The bureau said the estimuted 
cost of all building operations for 
which permits were issued in those 
cities during October was $32, 498,- 
455, against $31,756,088 in the cre- 
ceding month. 

New construction, alterations and 
repairs were included in’ the total, 
which showed a decrease of 12.7 
per cent in value of residential 
structures, offset by an increase of 
10.5 per cent-in estimated cost of 
non-residential buildings. 

The comparative totals: 
Residential buildings, September, 
$9,133,151; October, $7,976,567. 

Non-residential buildings, Sep- 
tember, $13,948,803; October, $15.- 
414,706. 

The balance in the totals was 
made up by the cost of alterations 
and repairs.

Occupancy of Office Buildings 
Nearly Steady in 44 Cities 


Decline of Only Five Per Cent in Last: Year 
Encourages Leaders in $7,000,000,000 
Industry. 


A -new survey of recent condi- 
tions in nearly 2000 of.the nation’s 
office buildings shows that occu- 
pancies average almost 95 per cent 
of their status a year ago. 

Keports from 44 large cities in 
all sections to the National Associ- 
ation of Building Owners and Man- 
agers show the average office 
building had a.space vacancy of 
23.76 per cent, as of Oct. 1, com- 
pared with 22.37 per cent May 1 
and 18.34 per cent Oct. 1 last year. 


This survey includes data on 
1919 office buildings with a total 
space area of more than 173,000,- 
000 square feet. 


Broken into regional figures, the 
study shows a marked uniformity 
of rental conditions throughout 
the country. The lowest percen- 
tage of occupancy, 71.29, was not- 
ed in 75 buildings in Southern cit- 
ies, and the highest proportion, 


ings in cities of Northeast states.

Weather Brightens Situation. 

“Cold weather has .- brightened 
the loca) retail situation, and sales 
of winter goods are excellent. The 
weather has also given impetus to 
holidaf buying. This is the first 
time in three or four years that 
St. Louis has had fall weather svf- 
ficiently cool to permit winter 
goods to move in full seasonal vol- 
ume.

Although the . deer season “has 
closed, under the law it is permis- 
sible to keep tagged deer in ‘stor- 
age as late as Feb. 5. It is open 
season for all the other items men- 
tioned, 3 

For Christmas dinner-——well, boys, 
watch your step. It becomes com- 
plicated in one respect. No squir- 
rel can be on the table Christmas 
day, and-——-get this—-it will: be il- 
legal to have any variety of wild 
duck served, The season closes on 
Dec. 5 and the Federal law per- 
mits the retention of game in stor- 
age only 10 days after the close 
of the season. In. order to be 
strictly within the law your ducks, 
even if kept in storage, would have 
to be served on Christmas eve.

The shore is very irregu- 
lar, being indented by many deep bays, 
with numerous rocky islands, espe- 
cially along the eastern edge, where 
there are literally hundreds of bays 
and small lakes. 

It is along the eastern shore that 
most of the organized mining is under 
way, with Echo Bay and Hunter Bay 
the two principal centers of activity. 
More than 36 square miles of claims 
have been staked in this district and 
prospecting still continues. 

The strikes of pitchblende and 
other ores, which led to the present 
operations, were made in the summer 
of 1929. But more than a century 
ago the remote Arctic wilderness 
ceased to be an unknown country. In 
the eighteenth and nineteenth centu- 
ries explorers made their headquarters 
at Great Bear Lake, and while they 
were chiefly interested in mapping the 
region, there. is reason to believe that 
they noted evidences of mineral re- 
sources in the desolate land. 


HARLES E. SLOAN, a Ken- 
Ons veteran of the Ari- 

zona, Goldfield, Death Valley 
and Elin Flon rushes, seems to have 
been the first to make important 
mineral discoveries in this part of the 
Northwest territories. He had heard 
Indian and Eskimo talk of ‘‘mountains 
of copper’ along the headwaters of 
the Coppermine River, which flows 
into Coronation Gulf of the Arctic 
Ocean, east of Great Bear Lake, and 
for years he braved the hardships and 
dangers of prospecting through that 
forbidding country. In 1914 he found 
traces of promising copper and silver 
depusits and staked claims. But the 
World War and the remoteness of the 
region delayed the following up of his 
discoveries. 

Then in 1930, the prospectors Gil- 
bert La Bine and Charles St. Paul in- 
vaded the frozen wastes, 
and to them must go the 
credit for the pitchblende 
discovery which may en- 
rich the world with a new 
radium supply. La Bine it 
was who actually found 
the ‘pitchblende, for St. 

Paul was blind from ice 
glare at the time. 

La Bine and St. Paul 
started their prospecting 
trip in the month of 
March. With their sup- 
plies, they were taken 
from Waterways, Alberta, 

600 miles north, to a little 
lake 20 miles southeast of 
Great Bear Lake, by air- 
plane. Another plane was 
to come for them in Sep- 
tember. They made camp, 
but some Indians with 
dogs soon moved them to 
Great Bear. Lake itself. 
After a little prospecting 


in the neighborhood, they 
‘made a 


sledge, loaded 
their supplies on it, and 
with themselves as motive 


power, set out 

along the east- 

ern edge of the 

great frozen lake. 

They wore iron 

cleats on their shoes 

to give them foot- 

hold on the ice. They 

reached Echo Bay in 

May, and on a day when 

the going was particu- 

larly hard and they were 

sweating freely from the 

labor of pulling the sledge, 

St. Paul took off his sun 

glasses and worked with his 

eyes unprotected from the sun 

glare neflected from the ice. That 
night he was blind. Since they 
were unable to proceed the next 
day, La Bine did some prospecting 
alone. He returned to camp with 
several ore samples, one of which con- 
tained a black substance which he 
thought was pitchblende. Three days 
later St. Paul, having recovered his 
sight, accompanied his partner to the 
outcropping of the mineral, and he, 
too, pronounced it pitchblende. They 
staked only two claims, not being sure 
that this particular deposit contained 
radium, then continued: north along 
the lake shore. Near Hunter Bay they 
ran into a party of explorers which in- 
eluded Sloan, and found out where 
they were. A plane took them back 


to Echo Bay, 
where they 
staked more 
claims. Then, re- 
turning from an- 
other trip to Hunter 
Bay, they found oth- 
ers had come in and 
staked claims in the 
pitchblende field. So 
they: finished their own 
staking without delay. The 
claims thev established are 
now known as the Eldorado 
Mines. 

The next year La Bine and St. 
Paul retufned to Echo Bay and 
discovered rich silver deposits, 
which have been named the Bo- 
nanza. -Other prospectors in con- 
siderable numbers also invaded the 
Great Bear country in 1931 and the 
early part of this year to hunt for 
treasure along the bleak banks of 
Echo and Hunter bays. Some wintered 
in that frigid region just below the 
Arctic Circle and had claims ready for 
mining before the frost disappeared in 

the spring. 

In addition to pitchblende and sil- 
ver, apparently rich and extensive de- 
posits of copper and gold and of sev- 
eral lesser metals were found. Copper 
is said to extend through the Dismal 
Lakes country from Great Bear Lake 
io Coronation Gulf.

Oil and coal also are obtainable 
close to the mining operations. Some 
270 miles west of Echo and Hunter 
bays the Mackenzie River flows past 
an oil field of recognized magnitude. 
At Fort Norman, of old fur-trading 
days fame, the Imperial Oil Company 
in 1919 sank‘wells which flowed with 
crude oil of high test, only to be 
capped and virtually abandoned when 
‘outside’ prices dropped and it be- 
came unprofitable to market this prod- 
uct over the tremendous distance by 
waterways and portages to rail head at 
Fort McMurray on the Athabasca Riv- 
er. The world soon forgot these well» 
when drills tapped newer fields near 
established refineries. 

The Bear Lake strikes reawakened 
interest in the Far North oil field. 
Power boats making their way across 
the stormy inland sea will be supplied 
henceforth with fuel from Fort Nor- 
man wells, which were re-opened last 
summer and found to be full-pressured 
with high grade oil. Within reach of 
boats on the lake are deposits of good 
quality coal. Power and heating re- 
quirements of a Great Bear Lake min- 
ing region in the future are well pro- 
vided for by nature. 

The California gold rush of °49 and 
the Klondike rush of ‘98, with their 
suffering and long journeys 

across mountains on foot, 
have no counterpart, how- 
ever, in the latest rush to 
unearth mineral wealth on 
the frontier. For the man 
without means Great Bear 
Lake is virtually inacces- 
sible. In those earlier 
stampedes anybody could, 
and did, start for the Eldo- 
rado with a few dollars and 
a pack. _Hundreds never 
arrived, especially in that 
ether Far Northern rush of 
‘98, but there was little to 
prevent their getting some 
distance along the way be- 
fore dropping out. 

The problem of reaching 
Great Bear Lake is differ- 
ent. The water route is 
long and difficult, and con- 
sequently so expensive that 
it discourages penniless 
fortune seekers before they 
start. River apd lake boats 
ply between Fort McMur- 
ray and Fort Norman regu- 
larly during the brief sum- 
mer season, by way of the 
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Athabasca River, Lake Chipewyan, 
Slave River, Great Slave Lake and 
Mackenzie River, a distance of more 
than 900 miles. But between Fort 
Norman and Great Bear Lake there is 
a 20-mile stretch of roaring rapids in 
the Bear River which makes an ex- 
pensive portage necessary. And after 
the rapids have been passed there is 
the hazard of crossing Great Bear 
Lake, on whose open stretches an Arc- 
tic storm can play havoc with a boat. 

Of course, there is the swift, mod- 
ern method of reaching the mining 
fields. Mariners whose ships sail high 
above the clouds and fogs of the North 
now ply regularly between Edmonton, 
McMurray and the little mining vil- 
lages springing up on the shores of 
Great Bear. 


HIS aerial freight and passenger 
line has brought the Arctic with- 
in a few hours’ travel from rail- 
ways. One may fly by the latest cabin 
planes from Edmonton to Echo Bay, 
via Great Slave Lake and Fort Rae, 
in little more time than it requires the 
hour hand of the clock to make a cir- 
cuit, while weeks would be consumed 
in making the trip overland and by 
water. .Some of the most experienced 
and capable aviators in Canada are en- 
gaged in linking the Arctic with the 
rest of the world by air. But the risk 
involved in maintaining a regular air- 
way service into the Far North makes 
travel and freight rates costly. 

Now men with some working cap- 
ital have gone to the Bear Lake coun- 
try in considerable numbers, - and 
with syndicates operating mines on a 
rapidly growing scale, the wilderness 
is giving way to definite camps. There 
are stores and two radio stations. Just 
the other day the Canadian Govern- 
ment announced it would open a post- 
office at Cameron Bay, Great Bear 
Lake, December 10, and that on the 
same day a mail plane would leave 
Fort McMurray for the settlement in 
the Far North. Other mall flights are 
to be made at monthly Intervals before 
regular aerial navigation begins in the 
spring. 

The village of Great Bear, on Echo 
Bay, has a population of 150. Last 
summer a picnic was held, at which 
public men from the ‘outside’ spoke. 
The first white woman to take up res- 
idence on Echo Bay was Mrs. J. Ger- 
hart, a pioneer of the Peace River 
country, who went to the mining field 
with her husband last spring.

He has captured one of the aloof 
animals with the intention of placing 
it in an English zoological garden. 

This latest beast to join man’s col- 
lection of specimens is the bongo, one 
of the largest of East African ante- 
lope. It has a bright chestnut coat, 
barred with white vertical stripes on 
the body, and along the backbone is 
a ridge of stiff hair. The adult bon- 
gos have long, rather thick horns ex- 
tending back from the head. The ani- 
mal caught by Colonel Percy-Smith 
was a half-grown female, and its 
horns had just started to grow. It is 
a gentle creature, and in preparation 
for its new life has been given the 
name Doreen. 

The capture of the bongo was a 
Since 
these antelope live in densely forested 
country it is almost impossible for a 
man to get close to them in their cus- 
tomary surroundings, for even the 
faintest noise is detected by their keen 
earg. And in the forest, too, it was 
impracticable to try to drive them into 
nets. Game laws prohibited the use 
of dogs to run the creatures down 
and also the use of pits on their trails. 

Colonel Percy-Smith decided on the 
slopes of the Aberdare Mountains, in 
Kenya Colony, as the place for his 
hunt. Collecting a safari at Nairobi, 
he traveled by automobile 150 miles to 
a spot on the edge of the forest, where 
he’ established camp at an altitude of 
about 7500 feet. 

The first plan which the Colonel 
tried in his campaign against the bon- 
£0 was based on one of the beast’s 
special aversions. During the rainy 
season the forest foliage becomes so 
saturated that there is virtually a con- 
stant drip from the trees—and the 
bongo gets tired of water pattering 
down on him. In periods between 
downpours, therefore, he often ven- 
tures out into fairly open country. 
Percy-Smith proposed to catch his 
quarry during one of these excursions. 

To this end, the hunter had the na- 
tives of his safari build a log stock- 
ade around a salt lick at the edge of 
a woods. This pen was nearly 200 
yards around and nine feet high. The

In the hearing before Superior 
Judge Arthur Crum in July, the foster- 
mother testified she had an income of 
$15,000 a year. Other testimony indi- 
cated that she had given the child ex- 
cellent care and in general had served 
it well as a mother. These things, in 
the mind of the judge, outweighed the 
claims of the reali mother, a working 
girl of uncertain income, who had lit- 
tle more than maternal love to give 
her daughter. 

Shortly after the custody of Nancy 
Irene was settlec, at least temporarily, 
by court order, attempts were made to 
extort money from Mrs. Buchanan. 
Mysterious letters declared that unless 
she yielded up $12,500 the child would 
be kidnaped.

I always thought that some 
day I could take care of her myself. 
“So I just went to that big house 
and in the back door and up to the 
nursery. And there was my baby— 
I called her Meredith Ann—asleep. I 
leaned over and kissed her and she 
woke up. She said, ‘Who are you?’ 
She didn’t cry a bit. Just said that. 
“1 gaid, ‘I'm your mother. I’m go- 
ing to take you for a little drive.’ She 
put her arms around my neck and I 
carried her out and took her away 
with me. I slept with her in my arms 
that night. If we hadn't been found 
the next morning we would have gone 
so far away no one ever would have 
found us. 
“But now she is gone again—I sup-

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hundred forlorn men. There was 
not a moment when he could have 
either privacy or uninterrupted 
companionship of friends.

Again Van Clute took stock of 
himself and set. about trying to 
make friends with his misfortune 
and again he succeeded. Like 
himself, many of the other pa- 
tients were in the hospital for an 
indefinite stay. Time dragged as 
slowly for them as it did for 
him. As he gradually became ac- 
quainted with them, he would ask 
them to read to him. Some 
escaped at first opportunity. Oth- 
ers responded willingly, since 
reading offered a way to pass the 
time. Many were almost illiterate 
and had to spell words for Van 
Clute to pronounce, but they even- 
tually came under the cripple’s 
spell.

HE article attracted much at- 
tention and brought Van 
Clute an avalanche of corre- 
spondence.

Attracted by the newspaper ac- 
count, a wealthy and philanthrop- 
ic woman, a Mrs. Clyde, paid a 
visit to the hospital some time 
afterward and sought out the cour- 
ageous philosopher of Welfare 
Island. The upshot of her visit 
was an offer to take Van Clute out 
of the institution and place him 
in more congenial surroundings 
for a year in order that he might 
have a better opportunity to write. 


* cause under 
such an arrangement he would 
feel obliged to make his novel a 
““‘successful’’ novel. Moreover, he 
was not sure that he could finish 
his book within a year and feared 
that, being the -beneficiary of a 
subsidy, he might try to hurry it. 

“I have taken up writing,’ he 
pointed out, ‘“‘not as a means of 
making a living, but as an art, to 
occupy my mind so that I may 
escape the sense of being an ut- 
terly worthless burden to this 
world.” 

Mrs. Clyde understood, but she 
still wanted to help. So Van 
Clute suggested that if she would 
furnish the capital for a little 
bookshop for him and some of his 
hospital cronies, it would enable 
them to get. out of the hospital, 
make their own living and - give 
him better surroundings for his 
work. Mrs. Cylde agreed to this 
and in the fall of 1930 opened 
such a shop on Charles street in 
Greenwich Village. Van Clute, 
with two of his pals from the hos- 
pital and a brother recruited from 
the ranks of the unemployed, took 
charge. His two friends were to 
look after the shop and he was to 
write, dictating to his brother. 

The bookshop opened with 
friendly publicity and the best 
wishes of some very distinguished 
patrons. Letters and photographs 
from such figures as Havelock 
Ellis, ‘H. L. Mencken, James 
Branch Cabell and John Dewey 
adorned the walls. The place be- 
came a rendezvous for artists and 
intellectuals of the community, 
but these people had little money 
to spend. In a little less than a 
year from the opening day the 
shop had to close its doors. Then 
Van Clute began writing light fic- 
tion for the wood pulp magazines. 

This met with fair success. He 
was able to maintain himself and 
one of his friends from the hos- 
pital. Now and then he managed 
to get back to his novel. Last Jan- 
uary he had completed about 
three-fourths of the book. At this 
stage, the Stokes company set 
aside a long and rigidly observed

He was about to be 
evicted from his basement lodg- 
ing for non-payment of rent when 
some newspaper men, former hab- 
itues of his bookshop, learned of 
his plight and appealed to the 
public for aid.

“Gladly,” he replied. ‘I can 
sum it up quite completely .in 
those marvelous words of Ivan in 
‘The Brothers Karamazov’: 
‘There is only one irremediable 
misfortune: that is to be dead.’ ”’ 

He was asked what he meant 
when he described himself as an 
apostle of adversity. 

‘IT mean by that,’ he answered 
firmly, ‘‘that I believe adversity is 
essential—is indispensable—to a 
full appreciation of life. It is the 
spur. which drives man to fuller 
uses of his powers and his senses. 
Until man has experienced some of 
its most frightful realities he is in- 
capable of tasting life’s highest 
joys. This little joke of nature 
with which I am afflicted has real- 
ly been a boon. It drove me to 
the discovery that I possessed a 
faculty for thinking as well as 
nerves and muscle which enabled 
me to play baseball. It forced me 
down among the depths of human- 
ity—of which I had previously 
had no understanding—and re- 
vealed to me a certain innate pow- 
er and greatness in-the lowliest of 
men. And since that revelation I 
am able to look upon the momen- 
tary calamities of civilization as 
useful factors in the development 
of the human spirit.”’

Though English painting cannot claim E RETURNED to Scotland and 


the long and distinguished ancestry of 
Italian art, or even that of French, never- 
theless it has had its great periods when 
its artists have been of equal rank with 
those of the other European schools and 
have made new contributions to the his- 
tory of painting.
